ALMOST A BILLION 


New V ork, June I.—The litigation 
which has brought about the exam­ 
ination of John D. Rockefeller as a 
witness to tell the present relations 
between Standard Oil and its form er 
subsidiary companies, supposedly dis­ 
associated from it under the Judg­ 
ment of the I nited States suprem e 
court, has involved also a quiet in­ 
quiry into the stockholdings and oth­ 
er forms of wealth of Mr. Rockefeller 
The conclusion has 
been 
reached 
that John D. 
Rockefeller 
ii 
now 
worth $900,000,000. 
The lawyers who have undertaken 
fie task ot calculating just what Mr. 
Rockefeller is worth have com*' to 
•ne conclusion that is noteworthy: 
That since the “dissolution” of th* 
Standard Oil trust under 
the 
judg- 
nent of the J nited States supreme 
ourt, interpreting the Sherman anti­ 
rust act, the wealth of Mr. Rock* 
eller has grown by leaps and bounds 
t is reckoned he is worth now fully 
5100,000,000 more than before the su­ 
preme court judgment took effect. 
That is due to the enormous increase 
in 
market value of the stor ks ol 
nany former subsidaries of the octo­ 
pus. 
Rockefeller's income may be esti­ 
mated at $50,000,000 a year or $5,000,- 
>00 a month, or $1,153,846.15 a week, 
or $ 164,735.31 a day or IG,930.97 an

a second. 
Mr. Rockefeller never has ventured 
to say what he is worth. He has giv- 
•n $174,500,000 to various institutions 
jut that has not made any impression 
rn Hie vast principal of his wealth.
